I remember when beans were 8 cents 
a quart; now they are 20 cents. 


Those graves are hard to dig. We have five to dig today, 


and look how it is raining. Many a time I have been up to my 
knees in water and mud, digging and digging, just for the sake 
of my wife and children. Eight years I have been there, and 
when I ask for a raise they say: "Well, you know what you 
can do if you don't like it." God knows how we would have 
lived if my wife had not taken in some sewing. 
There was no attempt at the dramatic. Just a plain recital of 


how he and the other gravediggers in Arlington Cemetery have to 
struggle along to keep body and soul together. He wasn't asking 
for charity as he talked to the committee fresh from his work in the 
eenietery,"his shoes smeared with the clay from a newly dug grave.

skill, but it is honest work, and the man who engages in it is entitled 
to a living wage. Forty dollars a month is not a living wage.

ernment workers. Whether or not that is too much may be open 
to argument. There is no reason why the government should pay 
more than the private corporation, altho it generally does.

plete statement of the amount of 
biiMiieMi done on the farm for one 
\ear. A statement of the amount 
of land in the farm, the acreage 
and the amount of crops raised 
and .sold. The iV-cipts from dairy 
products, putting all items of ex- 
pense including labor,

tion, interest on investment, and 
;dI iteuiN ot" receipts are taken. 


When the record has been com- 


pleted, the figuring begins. The 
farms arc classified and compared
